Golden's saloon at Thir- 
teenth and a streets will be 
kept closed, the commissioner says, 
until Golden appears before him and 
shows cause why the license should 


not be revoked altogether. 


Golden is placed between two fires, 
by the Commissioner's order. If he 
remains a fugitive from justice, his 
saloon will be kept-.closed. If he re- 
turns to re-open-his saloon, he will 
fall into the trap laid by. the ‘police. So 
far he has shown no inelination to 


let. himself be caught. 


Assistant Superintendent Shankland of 
the City Hospital said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Saturday that almost all 
nope. had been given up for saving the 


life of Fingerlin. 
“His condition is distinctly worse, 


said Dr. Shankland. “His pulse is very 
feeble, and he passed a bad night. He 


may iinger through the day. There ar« 
no symptoms of peritonitis.’’ 


Brother Hints at Golden. 
At the times when he has been able 


to speak since the shooting, Fingerlin 
has refused to name the man who shot 


him. He has intimated that he expected 

to avenge himseW if he lived, and ex- 
cted his friends to do so in case of 
is death. 

Joe Fingerlin, the wounded man’s 
brother, was at the hospital Saturday. 
He remarked in the hearing of a -Post- 
“Dispatch reporter: 


“When the police catch ‘Skinny’ Gold- 
en, they'll find out fast enough who 


shot my brother.’’

CHV TO PAY MORE. 
OR SPRINKLING 


Cost Will Be One-Third Higher 
Than That Paid Last 
Year, 


City sprinkling contracts awarded by 
the Board of Public improvements Sat- 
urday show that the city has to pay an 
increase of one-third more in price over 
last year. The board made three ef- 
forts to get the price lowered before the 
bids were accepted. 

The average price per mile for sprink- 
ling tor this year is to be $6. Last year 
the price per mile was $4.75. However, 
under the new bids there will be six 
rouHds of sprinkling this year against 
four last year, 

There are 64 sprinkling districts in St. 
Louis. Bids were advertised for sever- 
al months ago. When they were opened 
Board of Public Improvements found 
that they were too high and accepted 
only 14 of them. New bids were called 
for and these were also too high and 
rumors of a combine were heard. The 
board decided to try again. The last 
bids were opened a few days ago, but 
the contracts were not awarded until 
Saturday, 

The. Prendergast Construction Co. got 
the bulk of the work. The approximate 
cost of the 21 bids awarded Saturday is 
$103, 732.

The cobbler drew his revoly- 
er and fired one shot. The bullet grazed 
Tomlinson’s left side, inflicting a slight 
wound.

Tomlinson and Malloy continued 
drinking until the latter went to the 
home of GerMann to attend a christen- 
ing. There, his wife and Germann say, 
he became so intoxicated that he could 
not walk to his home next door. Mrs. 
Malloy asked Germann to help her put 
her husband to bed. When that had 
been done Germann lingered a few min- 
utes, talking to Mrs. Malloy. Malloy is 
said to have arisen from the bed and 
cut Germann twice in the left side. His 
wounds were dressed by Dr. Iralson of 
6200 Columbia avenue, who says they 
are not serious. Malloy was then ar- 
rested and a warrant will be asked by 
the police.

The relations between the Federal 
government at Washington and the gov- 
ernments of the various States of the 
Union are not well understood here, and 
a restriction of the admission of labor- 
ers would be looked upon as an unwar- 
ranted concession in the face of the 
treatment of which the Japanese tn San 
Francisco complain.

Louis asency of this famous corpora- 
tion, which gambles by means of in- 
surance writing on almost every big 
anticipated event, has prepared to 
write these wager policies for those 
of their customers with “sporting” 
proclivities. -- 

As all insurance bets have to be 
passed upon at the London headquar- 
ters of Liovds before the “policies” 
are written, it is not known at the 
firm's headquarters here wihiat odds, 
are being offered on the outeome of | 
Thaw's trial. It was stated Saturday 
that, as it looks as if Thaw would be | 
acquited, Lioyds are probably offer- 
ing 25 to 1. 

That is. if you want to take out an 
insurance policy with Lloyds) on 
Thaw's life. vou will pay a $5 pre- 
mium.
